Inc., in its $500,000 advertising campaign, is be- 
coming increasingly evident as the campaign 
nears the end of the first year. 

Clippings from newspapers throughout the ter- 
ritory, particularly from Texas cities other than 
Dallas, describing in detail the efforts of the ad- 
vertising copy to interest the remainder of the 
United States, not entirely in Dallas alone, but in 
this great area wherein 12,000,000 people live and 
produce wealth, testify to the gradual spread of 
the appreciation of the real magnitude of the 
work being done for the Southwest by Industrial 
Dallas, Inc. 

The sponsors of the advertising campaign, 
early in the preliminary studies decided that Dal- 
las has prospered in the past, and can prosper in 
the future, only in proportion to the growth and 
development of the great Southwestern market; 
and it was recognized that the task of building 
Dallas was in reality a problem involving the de- 
velopment of the entire area tributary to Dallas. 

Evidence of this intelligent comprehension of 
the task in hand is seen in the preparation of the 
copy for many of the advertisements which have 
appeared since last May in The Saturday Even- 
ing Post, the Literary Digest, and other nationally 
circulated magazines being utilized for the cam- 
paign. Large space has been devoted to chroni- 
cling the resources, the potentialities, the wealth 
the the opportunities of the Southwest. It is 
quite conceivable that other Texas cities than 
Dallas have already profited from the informa- 


may easily have 
been stimulated by reading the Industrial Dallas 
advertising, but some other Southwestern loca- 
tion than Dallas may have proved more advanta- 
geous to a particular individual line of business 
than Dallas itself. The continuing progress of 
other Southwestern cities—Fort Worth, Houston, 
San Antonio, Galveston, and the rapidly growing 
group of West Texas cities, may, in fact, have 
been quite definitely fostered and stimulated by 
publicity on the Southwest—the general location 
of all of them—paid for by Industrial Dallas, Ine. 

One of the certain and directly traceable bene- 
fits which the Industrial Dallas campaign has 
already conferred upon the Southwest—and in 
fact, upon the whole South—has been the ex- 
ample of Dallas in advertising its advantages and 
possibilities. This activity has stimulated at 
least a dozen cities to consider the feasibility of 
advertising their own advantages, since they have 
observed with keenest interest, the success which 
so far has resulted from Dallas’ activity. In- 
quiries which have come from Chamber of Com- 
merce, advertising agency, municipal officials, and 
individual business men, about details of the Dal- 
las campaign, have reflected this interest among 
our neighbor communities. The Dallas campaign 
was carefully studied by interested persons in 
New Orleans before the Crescent City recently 
formulated its plans for a $500,000 national cam- 
paign; advertising was started last year in Gal- 
veston; Oklahoma City took advantage of the 
bringing in of a new oil well almost within the

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Southwestern Sport Capital 
Faces a Busy Season

ALLAS’ distinction of being 
the sport center of the entire 
Southwest again may be real- 
ized if the year of 1929 is as 

successful as present indications point 
to. It was in 1926 that local teams in 
every field of sports captured all 
championships they went after. It was 
a banner year and it caused the city 
of Dallas to be acclaimed the “sport- 
ing center of the Southwest.” 

The success of Dallas in 1927 and 
1928 has not been as great as the ban- 
ner year, but 1929 is being pointed to 
as a season deserving of as many 
honors as 1926 held for the sport 
champions. To regain her lost title, 
Dallas must win high honors in every 
competitive sport. 

The Steers must win the Texas and 
Dixie flags, the Southern Methodist 
Mustangs must capture the Confer- 
ence title, the amateurs must win the 
State title, the high school and 
academy football teams must come 
through, the municipal and profes- 
sional golf players must make an im- 
pressive showing, and the park teams 
for youngsters must make as good a 
showing as the younger athletes do in 
other cities. 

When the named titles have been 
tucked away, Dallas again will be 
hailed as the outstanding sporting city 
in the Southwest. For the assignment 
= local athletes are in good condi- 





tion. The Steers have rejuvenated a 
new team under a new manager, and 
the players are veterans. Their pros- 
pects of winning the Texas League 
pennant are said to be as good as any 
other nine in the league. 

Never before has there been as 
much interest in the amateur base- 
ball teams as is being displayed this 
season. Already the nines are out on 
the field of practice, with the first 
games scheduled in a week or so. Pros- 
pects for at least seventeen leagues 
are bright, and more may be added 
after the campaign is under way. 

The amateurs have one of the 
longest and hardest grinds of any di- 
vision of sports in Dallas. Starting in 
early April the final games are reeled 
off around the last of August. Some 
teams adopt a schedule of as many as 
twenty games and usually play several 
practice contests. 

There were seventy-five teams on 
the Dallas sandlots last year and there 
may be more this season. More than 
500 players heard the call of baseball, 
donned a uniform and performed as 
part of the large array of sandlotters. 

Trophies will be offered to the win- 
ning teams in each of the various 
leagues this year by sporting goods

firms and the Park Department. All 
of the teams again will play under 
the rules and regulations announced 
by the Park Board of which Foster 
Jacoby is parks director. 

Six Sunday School amateur leagues 
will be under the supervision of 
George W. Roesler, physical director 
of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion. Many of the Sunday School 
loops will be composed of six and 
eight teams. They will be awarded 
trophies by the Y. M. C. A. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the current sport year is the outlook 
for the athletic contests sponsored by 
the Park Department. In June, track 
and field meets will be held at the 
forty-two supervised playgrounds and 
in July the annual championship 
tournament will be held at Lake Cliff 
Park, with boys and girls contesting in 
four divisions; the junior boys and 
junior girls under thirteen years of 
age, and the senior boys and senior 
girls under sixteen years. 

Fifteen hundred children partici- 
pated in the croquet tourneys last year 
on the playgrounds, 350 entered the 
annual municipal golf meets, 2,241 
took part in Park track activities, 
1,475 were entered in aquatic meets, 
600 passed the sportsmanship memory 
contest, 1,650 played baseball on the 
park diamonds and 500 took the life 
saving test in swimming. In announc- 
ing the figures Mr. Jacoby stated that 
all of the divisions anticipated an in- 
creased number of participants this 
year. 

Fifty city tennis courts make it pos- 
sible to stage annual tennis tourna- 
ments for children and adults and to 
later have a final meet. As in 
previous years, the tennis tourney will 
be heid with champions to be an- 
nounced in the boys and girls singles 
and doubles, the men and ladies sin- 
gles and doubles and the mixed class. 

The baseball enthusiasts have 
thirty city diamonds to hold their con- 
tests on. In many of the parks the 
players already have organized teams 
and the finals this year are expected 
to be more exciting than ever before. 

Mr. Jacoby announced that the park 
department would assist the American 
Legion in its endeavor to influence the 
Dallas boys to form American Legion 
baseball leagues, and to enter a city 
team in the State run-off in August. 

Golf devotees will be in for their 
share of championship tournaments 
for many are scheduled during the

Study of Cement Making 
Object of First In- 
dustrial Tour 


With a view toward acquainting 
its members with the manufacturing 
industry in Dallas, Junior Chamber 
of Commerce members and interested 
associates numbering some 150, were 
guests of the Lone Star Cement 
Company of Texas recently at its 
plant on the West Commerce pike. 
After an enjoyable luncheon pro- 
vided by the Company and entertain- 
ment by the plant band and orches- 
tra, an inspection trip starting at 
the quarry and proceeding down the 
hillside to the finished product was 
found by the Junior members to be 
both fascinating and educational. 


During the trip it was learned 
that Dallas, in 1928, used approxi- 
mately 370,000 barrels of cement. 
The plant visited produces approxi- 
mately 1,200,000 barrels annually, 
with an average force of 250 em- 
ployees, 10 to 15 per cent of which 
are skilled in cement manufacturing. 


Cement in one form or another 
has been used dating back to the 
Romans and becomes a matter of 
record when, in 1756, an English 
engineer named John Smeaton found 
that an impure limestone containing 
a certain amount of clayey matter, 
when burned and reduced to a pow- 
der, possessed the property of hard- 
ening under water. At that time 
Smeaton was engaged in building a 
lighthouse on the Eddystone rocks 
off the coast of Cornwall and by 
using his new-found material he 
erected a structure that stood for 
many years. 


Following Smeaton’s discovery, 
other experimenters busied them- 
selves in the cement field and vari- 
ous improvements were made. In 
1824 Joseph Aspdin, an English 
brick-layer who had been experi- 
menting since 1811, took out a pat- 
ent on an improved cement he 
called Portland, because it resembled 
in_color the Isle of Portland building 


stone. Contrary to the ideas of many 
people, Portland cement is not the 
name of a brand, but designates a 
type of cement. Nowadays, it is fre- 
quently referred to merely as ce- 
ment, however, because it is so wide- 
ly used. 


Aspdin kept his process of manu- 
facture shrouded in_ secrecy, his 
works being surrounded by a wall 20 
feet high and with no entrance ex- 
cept through the office. Even his 
partners and workmen did not know 
his secret as from time to time he 
would scatter from a tray handfuls 
of sulphate of copper, powdered 
limestone and other matters into 
the desired slurry and coke as it 
was put into the kiln. 


The manufacture of Portland 
cement rapidly spread to other coun- 
tries and it was only a short time 
before mills were established in Bel- 
gium, Germany and France. Euro- 
pean producers began to find numer- 
ous uses for their material and engi- 
neers, familiar with world problems, 
soon began to realize the enormous 
possibilities that the development of 
this new material for building con- 
struction possessed, consequently, 
along in the early eighties, Europe 
began exporting Portland cement to 
North and South America and to 
other parts of the world. 


The first effort to produce Port- 
land cement in the United States 
was made in 1872 when a plant was 
established at Copley, Pennsylvania, 
by David O. Saylor. A few months 
after Saylor’s embarkation in the 
cement business, Thomas Millen of 
South Bend, Indiana, began the 
manufacture of the material, using 
very primitive methods. 


At the Dallas plant, an average 
of 1,250 tons of rock and shale are 
quarried every day, making 500 
carloads which are transported and 
dumped into the crusher and the 
crushing is performed in two stages 
and continues on thru a series of 
crushers and pounders until water is 
added, making a slurry with still 
additional grinding until 85 per cent 
of the mixture will pass through a 
20 mesh sieve. 


Going along its way, this slurry 
mixture is automatically fed into 
kiJns where a roaring flame main- 
tains a temperature of approximately 
2,800 Fahrenheit. This terrific heat, 
the hottest developed in any manu- 
facturing process, brings the ma- 
terials to the point of fusion. It 
requires three hours for the passage 
of the material through the kiln to 
change stone into cement. 


This white hot material upon being 
ejected from the kiln now consists 
of small ball-like masses the size of 
the end of one’s finger and of a 
slate-like color. These particles are 
then ground so fine that over eighty 
per cent of it will pass through a 
screen which has 40,000 openings 
for every square inch of space. 


From the grinding mills the ce- 
ment is conveyed to the stock house. 
It is withdrawn thru openings in 
the bottom of the bins and conveyed 


in elevators to the packers. Auto- 
matic packing machines, known as 
the “Bates Packer” fill the cement 
sacks, which have been previously 
tied at the top and the cement is 
injected in the bottom of the sack 
thru a small slit which automatically 
seals as the sack is filled. 


The technical definition of Port- 
land cement is given as “the product 
obtained by finely pulverizing clinker 
produced by calcining to incipient 
fusion an intimate and properly pro- 
portioned mixture of argillaceous 
and calcareous materials, with no 
additions subsequent to calcination 
excepting water and calcined or un- 
calcined gypsum.” 





From One Town To Another 


The following is an address made by 
Z. E. Black, assistant manager of the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce over 
Station KRLD on the occasion of the 
annual meeting of the Grand Junction, 
Colo. Chamber of Commerce, Feb. 26. 


“The Dallas Chamber of Commerce greatly 
appreciates the invitation of the Chamber of 
Commerce at Grand Junction, Colorado to ex- 
tend a few words of greetings and best wishes 
upon the occasion of their annual meeting and 
banquet tonight. We also wish to thank Sta- 
tion KRLD for the use of this medium. 


“While all of us have known for many 
years how popular Colorado is with Texans in 
planning their summer trips, we were astound- 
ed when a recent editorial in a Colorado news- 
paper stated that three-fifths of Colorado’s 
summer visitors come from Texas. The 
editorial suggested that since Texas sent so 
many summer visitors to Colorado and was 
such a heavy purchaser of Colorado’s fruits 
and vegetables, that Colorado should recipro- 
eate by planning winter trips to Texas. 


“Of course we are glad to have Colorado 
people visit Texas—and it is only about thirty- 
six hours by rail from Grand Junction to 
Dallas— but regardless of whether the num- 
ber is increased or not, Texans will go by train 
and motor to Colorado each summer in ever 
increasing numbers. We live in a_ prairie 
country, as a rule, and we like the snow- 
capped peaks of Colorado and_ other highly 
spiced scenery such as the Colorado National 
Monument near Grand Junction. We like the 
apples and other fruits and vegetables pro- 
duced in the excellent horticultural district 
surrounding Grand Junction. We know of the 
fame of your section as a sugar producer and 
of the importance of your live stock industry. 
We are also well acquainted with the wonder- 
ful brand of Western hospitality to be en- 
countered in Colorado. For those of you who 
have not visited the Lone Star State, we want 
to say that the word ‘Texas’ is of Indian 
origin and means ‘Friends’ and Texans live 
up to the name. Texas is a historic State, 
having been under six flags. Texas is the 
nation’s chief producer of raw materials, lead- 
ing all States in the production of cotton, pe- 
troleum, and beef cattle as well as in some 
other products. Texas has four cities ranging 
in size from 200,000 to 300,000 and many other 
important cities slightly smaller. 


“Texas occupies about 9% of the nation’s 
area and if all the people of the United States 
were to move to Texas its population density 
would not exceed that of Massachusetts today.

heart of the city to stage a brief con- 
centrated community advertising proj- 
ect, and is discussing plans for a 
sustained campaign similar to that of 
Dallas; San Antonio is doing some 
advertising on a small scale, an:l 
seriously discussing a campaign of 
proportions comparable to the Dallas 
project; several Arkansas cities and 
health resorts are using radio and 
white space to tell of their advan- 
tages. There is an all-South adver- 
tising movement already under way, 
and talk of an all-Texas co-operative 
advertising campaign is being heard 
more and more frequently. 

Dallas, of course, will benefit from 
all this advertising, matured and 
prospective, for whatever builds the

sighted view might lead the super- 
ficial observer to believe that the 
competitive feature of so much 
Southern and Southwestern advertis- 
ing might be a disadvantage to the 
individual cities sponsoring publicity 
projects; but the observer who is 
well-informed upon the almost un- 
limited possibilities for development 
in the Southwest realizes instantly 
that the cumulative effect of spread- 
ing knowledge of this great, un- 
worked mine of prosperity and busi- 
ness and industrial development is the 
best insurance that there will be a 
sufficiency of business, industry and 
prosperity for every Southwestern 
city. 

An example of how this theory 
works out may be cited from the 
field of local industry. A few years 
ago, where there was only one manu- 
facturer of women’s millinery in Dal- 
las, Southwestern merchants bought 
their stocks largely from Kansas City, 
St. Louis or New York.. Today, with 
Dallas as one of the three largest 
centers of this industry in the United 
States, has come recognition of the 
city as a buyers’ market for milli- 
nery, and every individual firm en- 
gaged in the business finds it easier 
to sell its output. 

That is a parallel to the problem 
of the Southwestern communities, 
which is to sell the United States 
first, on the Southwest, and then it 
will be increasingly easier to build 
great cities from the vast group of 
prospects who have become “South- 
western conscious.”

Convention Complete 


The gathering in Dallas of 10,000 
to 15,000 delegates and visitors to the 
Twentieth Annual convention of Ro- 
tary International, May 27-31, pre- 
sents one of the greatest—if not the 
greatest—opportunities that have ev- 
er come to Dallas and the Southwest 
to “sell themselves” to the greatest 
group of prospects in America, ac- 
cording to members of the Dallas Ro- 
tary Club, the host organization. 

The visitors to the Rotary conven- 
tion, they point out, are members of 
Rotary clubs in every important city 
and town in America, and in the prin- 
cipal cities of 46 foreign countries. 
These men, chosen for membership 
in Rotary because they are the rec- 
ognized leaders in their individual 
lines of business in industry in their 
respective cities, consequently make 
up the pick of the executive brains 
and ability of business and industry. 

These executives are the class to 
whom Dallas and other Southwestern 
cities are appealing in the advertis- 
ing campaign, and in their efforts to 
“sell” their communities and their 
section to the world. They are the 
men who establish branch offices, 
move industrial enterprises, seek out 
new markets and local distribution 
plants. 

It is conceded by advertising ex- 
perts that the best result that can be 
expected from community advertising 
campaigns, such as the splendid one 
being carried out by Industrial Dallas, 
Inc., is to put the city in touch with 
the executive who is interested in 
it. The job of “selling” these exec- 
utives on any city as a location for 
a branch office, plant or factory, is 
almost invariably done in person, on 
the ground, in the city that seeks to 
sell itself. 

The Rotary officials therefore 
point out, that when the Rotary del- 
egates reach Dallas, the circum- 
stances are ideal for Dallas to make 
an ideally perfect presentation of it- 
self and its advantages. The visitors 
are executives—not subordinates—the 
right men in their organizations to 
direct the appeal to; they are not bur- 
dened with business cares at the time, 
but will have come to Dallas for a 
five-day holiday, combined with some 
stimulating study and contact with 
others of their class; and best of all, 
they will be right on the _ ground, 
where the advantages of Dallas as a 
thriving business center. a growing 
manufacturing center, the financial 
and business capital of the Southwest, 
a beautiful and comfortable place to 
live in—all may be actually seen by 
the visitors in a far more graphic 
and colorful presentation than ever 
could be made by mail or by word of 
mouth. 

Thus it may be seen that the Ro- 
tary convention means far more to 
Dallas than the mere gathering to- 
gether of a large group of visitors 


who will have a good time for a few 
days, then depart, to forget and be 
forgotten. 

It is for this reason that the host 
club is making intensive efforts, thru 
its numerous’ subcommittees, to 
bring dramatically to the attention 
of the whole people of Dallas and of 
Texas the fact they have a direct, 
personal interest in this great con- 
vention. Through a score of com- 
mittees, including those on Commu- 
rity Cooperation, Street Decorations, 
Entertainment, etc., the significant 
meaning to Dallas of the Rotary con- 
vention is being told to Dallas.

With Highland Park added to the 
high school city series, Athletic Direc- 
tor John M. Fouts expects 1929 to be 
the big’ year for the football players. 
Seven city teams will clash for local 
honors and then the winner will go 
into the district and perhaps the State 
race in quest of the much desired 
State championship cup. 

Many experienced players will re- 
turn to the high school teams next 
fall and the strength of each eleven is 
expected to be more formidable than 
the teams entered in the series last 
season. 

The big question in sport activities 
is the success of the Southern Metho- 
dist Mustangs in the Southwestern 


Conference race. Last year the team 
was a veteran one in every respect 
and players were touted as the very 
best in the conference. The showing 
turned out to be disappointing and has 
caused dopesters to underestimate the 
eleven this season. 

It is hoped that the Mustangs not 
only come through the Conference 
race in great style, but also defeat 
the University of Nebraska in the 
October game. Authorities on sports 
say that if S. M. U. is successful, and 
if the other teams win in their respec- 
tive fields, 1929 will go down in 
history as another Dallas year.

New Air Mail Schedule 


Consistent with its regular policy 
of endeavoring to render the best pos- 
sible service to its patrons, the Nation- 
al Air Transport, Inc., has changed 
its schedule effective March 6th, so as 
to permit the northbound plane to 
leave Dallas at 7:30 P. M., instead 
of 7 P. M. There will be no change 
in the arrival time at any of the 
cities, the change being made possible 
through the new Falcon ships which 
were put on the run two months ago, 
and which have proved their valve 
by the extraordinary speed with which 
they fly. The mail will continue to 
reach Chicago the following morning 
at 5:40 A. M., and New York at 7 
P. M., and a corresponding saving 
of time to all Northern, Eastern and 
Western points. The Post Office De- 
partment has changed the time of col- 
lection, so that mail can be placed in 
the Main Post Office not later than 
6:25 P. M., and the Young Street Sta- 
tion not later than 6:30 P. M. The 
pickup at the various air mail boxes 
is thirty minutes later than was form- 
erly the case, and likewise there will 
be a little later deposit time at the 
chutes in the various office buildings. 

However, as this mail reaches the 
Post Office during the peak load of 
the day, it is suggested that everyone 
mail early, in order to expedite the 
handling of the air mail through the 
Post Office, and to make sure that all 
of it is in the Post Office prior to the 
time of closing the pouch for dispatch 
to the airport.
